During the presidential campaigh the
Bryan orators were fond of referring to Ja-
pan as a couniry where manufactures and
commeree flourished by reason of the free
colnage of silver. We were told by these
orators that there was some maglo in the use
of a silver standard which enabled Japan to
have an advantage over the benighted.
countries of the world that persisted in the
use of the gold standard, and that we were
in great danger in the United States of be-
ing overwhelmed by the products of Japan-
ese factories made vpon o silver basis,

All well-informed people knew st the
time that the Japanese government regarded
the silver standard as a burden, fnstead of a
bepefit, In the competitive race with the
other commercinl notlons of the world. He-
cently that government bas delermined to
change to the gold basis and to value silver
in all future coinpee at its commercial ratlo
of 32 to 1. The Japanese yens, or sllver
dollars, heretofore colned at a ratio of 10 to
1, are all to be called in, melted up and re-
ecolned for subsidinry currepcy. Japan will
hereafter be hovest in Its money. It will
not pretend that half a dollor’s worth of sil-
ver Is worth o dollar In gold.
